THE SUN’S HEAT. 


How Scientists Differ on This Import- 
ant Question. 
From the French Scientftic Journal.1 

The question of the temperature of the sun, 
of the highest importance both from an astro- 
vomieal and a meteorological point of view. 
has been the subject of investigation by many 
eminent sorans, but we cannot sav that a solu- 
tion has yet becn approached. When we con- 
sider the immense progress that has been made 
in cosmical physics, it wonld appear that the 
temperature of the sun ought to have been 


“known long ago. Newton,among early inves- 


tigators ofthe problem, tried to determine 
it, and after him all the scientists who have 
been occupied with calorimetry have followed 
bis example. All have believed themselves 
successful and have formulated their results 
with great confidence. We give,in the chrono- 
logical order of the publication ofjtbe results, 
the temperatures (in centigrade degree) found 
by each of them: Newton, 1,669,500 degrees; 
Pouillet, 1,461 degrees; Zallner, 102,000 de- 
grees; Secchi, 5,544 840 degrees; Ericsson, 2,- 
726,900 degrees; Fizeau, 7,500 degrees; Wat- 
erston, 9,000,000 degrees; Spoerer, 27,000 de- 
grees: II. Sainte Claire Deville, 9,500 
degrees; Scret, 5,801,846 degrees; Vicuire, 1,- 
398 degrees; Violle, 1,500 degrees; Rossetti, 
20,000 degrees. There probably does not exist 
inthe annals of science a more astonishing 
contradiction than ne revealed in these fig - 
ures. One is struck In reading. on the one 
hand, the names of these masters, and on the 
ot ber hand these figures, which vary from 
1,400 degrees to 9,000,000 degrees. The sab- 
ject will Lak apy be discussed a long time yet 
before anything like an agreement in the re- 
sults be arrived at. The most important laws 
of the physical scieuces are brought into play, 
and we still want a vigorous enunciation 
which may be utilized to any extent. It 1s 
in the principles themselves that the un- 
known and uncertain are found, leading 
to these contradictions. All the _ mis- 
understandings as to the basis of the question 
have long been got rida of, and the problem is 
brought back to its simplest and most precise 
«xpression, Without touching onthe ques- 
tion of the constitution of the suf, what is 
sought is simply the temperature.of a sup- 
posed bomogeneous star, all the strata of 
which have the same temperature, of a mass 
equal to the real mass ofthe sun, of an emis- 
sive power equal tothe mean emissive power 
ef the surface. Thus the question is put with 
precision and clearness, and we need not de- 
spair of seeing it some day fully solved.

Human Degeneration.

l’rof. Humphry, in his Rede lecture yester- 
day, incideniaily pointed out among other 
c ses Which might lead tothe degeneratioa of 
the race one which has probably oecurred to 
a goo! many people. The advance of civiliza- 
tion, Prof. Humpadry said, tends to the great- 
er subdivision of labor, with concentration 
of attention upon limited areas, This speciai 
concentration on limited areas is, he con- 
siders, a cause of degeneration, to be spoken 
of along with the preservation of the weak 
and sickly. Prof. Humphry touches one of 
the cardinal d.fticulties of modern times. A 
manis now expected to master one field 
thoroughly. ‘This exclusive devotion narrows 
hie apprebension in all others. Tue balance 
of faculties is lost. If this process continues 
unchecked—and where is a check to come 
from it must tend to degeneration. Inthe 
same discourse the lecturer approached a 
still more delicate subject.“ Few things,” he 
said, “Would tend to the improvement of the 
race so much as judicious arrangements with 
regardto matrimonial selection. Iam not 
aware that any such arrangements have ever 
been seriously contemplated, and the time is 
not yet ripe for them; but I cannot doubt that 
something in this direction will be done when 
the attention of the people and their legisla- 
tors hab been sufficiently aroused to the im- 
portance of providing for a healthful race in 
the future.“ But Why their legislators’ If 
there is a field where the legislator would 
hardly be endured, and where he would be 
sure to do mischief if he were endured, it is 
here. The free ye of public opinion must 
be left todo the Work Which Prof. Humphry 
foresees as necessary. Whut is wanted is the 
improvement of opinion about ‘‘matrimonial 
selection,“ snd this improvement is, peraaps, 
not likely to be rapid.

I: is simply 
em bon, and is an enigma and a bundle of in- 
consistencies. Its unlikeness to lead is sug-

lead, and that while lead fuses ata 
low temperature, graphite is not friable 
at any temperature Known; onthe contrary, 
no substance known surpasses it in resisting 
heat. Carbon iu ordimary anthracite burns: 
carbon in graphite refuses to burn. A cruci- 
ble of graphite, buried to the top in a mass of 
burning anhthracite—carbon in carbon—not 
only refuses to burn, but melts its metallic 
contents. The diamond. as is commonly 
known, is nearly pure carben; but so is 
graphite. The latter is the softest substance 
dug from the earth, the diamond is the hard- 
est substance known. Subject the diamond 
to sufficient heat, and it parts with a mysteri- 
ous something, leaving abitofsoft and dis- 
similar carbon; but it has not yet—unless we 
accept recent stories—been found possible to 
reverse the process and add to the carbon that 
mysterious something. The purity of graph- 
ite is extraordinary. Itis sometimes refined 
until less than one-twentieth of one per 
cent of other matter than carbon is left— 
merely a trace. The finest specimen of gold 
ever found probably, was one from the Ural 
Mountains, which was 98.93 per cent fine, 
thus having 1.04 per cent of foreign -ubstance, 
against 0.20 per o nt in the finest graphite; or, 
siating itin another way, the finest gold had 
more than five times, and the average gold 
— has twenty to fifty times as much 
mpurity as the finest Ticonderoga graphite. 
Assuming that the diamond is perfectly pure 
carbon, this mere trace of impurity is all tha: 
separates the rare, hard, translucent, costly 
dia mond from the common, excessively soft, 
dull, comparatively valueless graphite, 
scarcely one-half as heavy as the gem: and 
N the two are closely alike and almost equal 
n their resitance to fire. How these things

THE PROSPECTS. , 

Whether and how Mr. Garfield is apt to 
be the next President is shown by the fol- 
lowing from the Cincinnati Commercial, one 
of, if not the ablest Republican paper in the 
country: 

Both houses of Congress are Democratic, 
and if the power of Congress over the count- 
ing of the electoral vote has limitations, it is 
difficuit to define them. This power, we may 
rely upon it, the Democracy will use to the 
utmost.

New York, Connecticut, New Jersey and 
Indiana all went Democratic in 1876. Their 
electoral votes were cast and counted 
against Mr. Hayes. Mr. Hayes at that 
time had an infinitely cleaner and stronger 
record than Mr. Garfield has now. Why 
then should these States not vote in 1880 
as they voted in 1876?

Connecticut is a close State. Though 
Tilden carried it in 1876 and Seymour 
would be sure to carry it in 1880, we will 
concede it to Garfleld to be on the safe 
side. 

New Jersey is Democratic. It went 
Democratic even in 1860, 1864 and 1868. 
It gave Tilden, in 1876, 13,000 majority. It 
gave the same majority to the present Dem- 
ocratic Governor.

AN ACCOUNT OF THE TRIP. 
He gave the following brief outline of the 


trip: 

Live left Tuesday evening at 9 o’clock and 
arrived at Kansas City on Wednes- 
day morning, where we met Mr. C. W. 
Wilkinson, the president of the Kansas Mil- 
lers“ Association, of Kansas City and Ottawa, 
who had generously obtained free transpor- 
tation for the party from St. Louis on the 
Missouri Pacific. e invited us to accom- 
pany him to Wellington, on the Kansas City. 


Lawrence and Southern Railway, which line 


also furnished us with free transportation. 


We arrived at Wellington at 11 o’clock on 


Wednesday evening. On our trip thither we 
passed through a splendid prairie country, 
and found it extensively cuitivated, some 
sections clearly resembied our own country, 
with its mixed grain and grazing fields skirt- 
ed with bedges. Our Pullman car, we under- 
stood, was the first sleeper that had ever pass- 
ed over that railway section. At Wellington 
we were shunted on to a siding and passed the 
night in our berths. Some few of us took a 
sjroli through the town, but as it was so late 
the most of us concluded to retire at once. At 
five o’clock on Thursday morning we 
started efi our return trip. We had a splen- 
did run through the pure air, which gave us 
a hearty appetite for breakfast. We arrived 
in St. Louis this morning.“ 

Mr. Dunbam further said that the entire 
party were exceedingly gratitied at the re- 
ception accorded them by the Americans. 
Everywhere they had been treated with the 
utmost cordiality, and the excursionists 


would ever retain pleasant memories of their 


visit. 
THE VISITORS LEAVING. 


The party really breaks up this evening. 
All leave for various parts of the country to- 
night. Some will return to the exposition at 
Cincinnati, others will visit Minneapolis, 
others Chicago, and some will proceed to 
Canada. Hereafter the excursionists will be 
devided up into smaller parties according to 
theirown arrangement. The majority will 
return to England in July, but some 
will remain until August. Mr C. 
Angelo, who came here with the party 
as special correspondent of the Liverpool 
Courier, bas departed for San Francisco, 
whence he proceeds to Australia, and thence 
back to England via India and the overland 
route. Mr. Angelo is a phlegmatic gentle- 
man whom it is impossible to enthuse, Niag- 
ara Falls he considered wonderful, but the 
Mammoth Cave of Kentucky did not o@casion 
him anv surprise, neither the extraor- 
dinary development of the country.

FIRE ALARM TELEGRAPH. 


The Central Office to Have New Quar- 
— Improvements to be 
Made. 


Those who have been about the Court- 
house lately have no doubt noticed the 
changes being made in the room formerly oc- 
cupied by the Bar Associatien. It is hence- 
forth to be used by the Fire Alarm Telegraph, 
and on the glass panels of the door are 
already painted in gold letters the words 


„Fire Alarm Telegraph Department.“ The 
room is about twenty by thirty feet, and is 
favorably located and well suited in every way 
for the uses to which it is to be devoted by 
the city. The 

OLD QUARTERS 
of the Fire Alarm are over this room and im- 
mediately under the roof of the north wing 
of the Court-house. Herein a little cooped 
garret hole will be found much of the same 
electric machinery that was put in there 
in 1858, the yearthe Fire Alarm Telegraph 
was organized in this city. Things about 
here bear a somewhat antiquated appearance. 
On the south wall of the office is a clock 
regulated by an electric wire running from 
the central electric clock at Washington Uni- 
versity, and from which the city gets its cor- 
rect time. A table with buge round legs ex- 
tends around the north and east sides of the 
room, and upon this are the instruments fer the 
reception and sending off ot the swift · winged 
messengers. Many ofthese are the same as 
the ordinary instruments in atelegraph off ce. 
An operator sits here at all times ready at 

THE FIRST TAP 
to give the alarm. ‘Say an alarm of fire comes 
from box 126. He jumps to a marble box 
near by and turns on 126, and at that 
instant 126 is sounded by * the 
gongs in all the engine-houses in the city, and 
in another instant the horses are out gallop- 
ing through the streets, with the rumbling 
hook and ladder wagons, hose wagons or 
engines behind them. Just the handling by 
one man of two or three little knobs can set 
the city wil excitement.
